at the end of each month, i. e., the ojiera- 
tora would pay their miners a certain sum, If by actual sales it was proven that 
more tons of coal were sold than the miners had been given credit and wages 
for. But this paying of dividends soon stopped, although since then even the 
smallest kind of coal finds a ready market. But the miner not only has to 

furnish 2700 pounds of “clean coal,” he is also entirely at tho mercy of the 

“docking Imiss.” who has absolute nuthority to delermiiio how much refuse and 
how much clean coal there is in n car. The miner may work hnnl all day to 
find whenhe wmesont of the shafts, that he has lK*en dwkcl half ami si.nie- 
times tw*o-thinls of tho coal mined. This iniquity h.ns been improved somewhat 
since the strike of 1900 when the miners secured the right to elect a “check” 
welghu’an,” who is to see that the dockage is fair, but even then the real average 
wage per ton cannot be estimated higher than 50 cents. 

The press organs of the coal lords print a scale of w’sges from time to lime 

which is to prove that the miners get good wages-get from $2 to fil a day. 

But they forget to state that the "miner" must pay his helper—the mine laborer 
—out of his own pocket, that he must furnish bis own jiowdcr, oil and tools 
ami ket'j) them in good condition, that he is docked for the physician and often 
eieii for the ehiireh, that he often lias to buy his ne<‘essarics in company stores 
nl exoridtant prices—and Inst, but not least, that be never works more than 
during Iwo-thlrds of the year.

It was on n mixcsl train on one of tbe mountain nmda in the Western states. 
The conductor and both brakemen had already shown me their 4ild .A. It. U. 
cards whk-h they treasured with almost affin tioonte tenderness. The soileti, il¬ 
legible scraps were souvenirs of the “war,” and revived a whole freight train of 
remlnisceni'e. The tlirtn* weather-heateu trainmen were strangers prior to *94; 
they were off thre<‘ differe>.v roads, amt from thre<* different states. 

Ehich of the brakemen has told the story of his persecution after the strike. 
The companies bad declared that no A. H. V. striker should ever have another 
job on a railroad, and they were doing their level best to make good their 
avowal. These two brakemen had to suffer long in the role of the “wandering 
Jew.” Again and again they had secured Jobs, under assumeil names and other¬ 
wise*. but as soon as they were found out they were dismissefl w ith the highly 
edifying Information that the company no longer needed their services. 

They were on the railroad blacklist. Only they know wliat this means who 
have been there. Many times have these brakemen Iieen hnngry, many titles 
eTicte<l from trains, often footsore after a weary walk to the next division point. 
But they 'lore it all and made no complaint. Fortunately they were both sin¬ 
gle and their privations were at least fret* from the harrowing thought that wife 
and child were lieing tortured by their merciless persecutors. The.v finally con¬ 
quer^ the blacklist aud were once more allowed to become the slaves of tbe 
railroads.

Tbe traffic in 
women for immoral purposes seems to be 
well organlxed and tbe number of vic¬ 
tims is almost post believing. In this 
country the departmeut stores, bottling 
works, tinware factories, pulp mills and 
the like, with the insufficient wages paid, 
forces thousands of girls Into prostitu¬ 
tion. Hut the other countries are not 
logging iu the nui]ib4*r of tho unfortun¬ 
ates, as the following articles on the or- 
gunixed traffic shows: 

Says the Frankfurter Zeltuog: “It baa Its 
exchangra, bureaus of tlistributloo. agents 
and pricelists. In tbe latter the quotations 
vary 84r47ordlag to the country of origin. 
Only the Jewish article remains at a uni¬ 
formly high price.

The injunction principle would again 
hind the hands of lat>or and make it ab¬ 
solutely dependent on the gcaeronity of 
I employers. 

It is not for the law to say that men 
shall not join unions for their mutual 
benefit, or that they shall not endeavor 
to get others to join them, or that they 
shnll not form eamiw oy do anything else 
that is not in itself unlawful, and when 
the law is turned and ^ut to make 
these things criminal, to the end that 
some man or set of men may hire work¬ 
ers cheaply, there is engendered a con¬ 
tempt for laws that may not always be 
confined to the judge-made rulings. 

The progress of labor fans ever boon 
over the wrecks of just such obstacles as 
these, nnd it is absurd to suppose that 
Ibis firogrens can Imj halted uow. The In¬ 
junctions of Judge Jackson and Judge 
Keller will never become precedents. 
Whether they are Riistained for the pn*s- 
ent or not, they will soon be overruled l»y 
the Court of Public Opinion, against the 
decisions of which no justice can stand in 
a free country. 

Within a generation these injunctions 
will be «K great curiosities in the history 
of the struggle for better conditions for 
laltoring meu as the old law* referred to 
above that made it n crime to n-fuse to 
work for a small and arbitrarily set rate 
of wages. 

The law is what the p<^nle make it, 
and the people nf the United States will 
iiover l>e n party to the erection of such 
t.vrounicul and one-sided rulings ns these 
into part of the legal system.—N. Y.
